ere reported last year, whereas 10,017 
e now enrolled. 
The most perceptible decrease is in 
e membership which has dropped 
om 1,341,492 to 1,300,3»). The larp- 
t decrease in contributions was for 
liurch erection, which fell from 1247, 
0, in 1D07, to $184,407, in 1908. 
"The decrease of 41,000 in member- 
ip is due to two things,'' said Doct- 
Roberts. "The flrst. faclor was Ihe 
ansfer of all the churches in China 


the Presbtyerian Cliurch of China, 
listook away 12,000 communicants, 
he second reason is found in the at- 
tude of between 30,000 ancl 40,000 
embers of the former Cumberland 
resbyterlan Church, who are still
